Soochow, China, Sept. 14, 1920. 
On August 17, I sailed from Van­ 
couver, Ii. C., on the Canadian Paci­ 
fic liner Empress of Japan, labeled 
tin* “ Missionary Ship,’’ in company 
with one hundred and ei"l'*y-five cab­ 
in passengers, almost all of whom 
were 
missionaries or 
members of 
families of missionaries, bound for 
China. 
Besides t he seventy-five Bap­ 
tist missionaries on board as a result 
of the 75-Million Campaign launched 
by 
Southern 
Baptists, 
there 
were 
thirty missionaries representing oth­ 
er denominations. 
The Empress of 
Japan carried five hundred and eigh­ 
ty-five steerage passengers. 
We were blessed throughout the 
voyage with a very smooth sea, hav­ 
ing only enough rough sailing t i 
fully appreciate the smooth. We took 
the northern route, 
hence, during 
the voyage we enjoyed days repre­ 
senting the four seasons of the year, 
going from the extreme of a snow­ 
storm to a typical sum m er day. 
Our first stop was at Victoria on 
the first night at sea, after which we 
were out of sight of land until we 
reached Jokahoma, August 31.

We had, during our voyage, 
seen a very concrete example of such 
expressions in m eeting a ship with 
no other passengers except a great, 
army of Chinese students enroute to 
A merica for higher study in our col­ 
leges and universities. 
The door of 
China is certainly wide open to Araer- j 
jean influence, and if we, the chris­ 
tians of America, fully realize our 
opportunity, a better day will soon i 
dawn in China. 
On Monday, the missionaries dis­ 
persed for our respective fields of la 
bor. 
W e took a fast train and in 
two hours reached Soochow, fifty- 
three miles west of Shanghai. 
ThL I 
is a walled city with a population ot 
seven hundred and fifty thousand and J 
is really the “Venice of China,” sur­ 
rounded by a level stretch of land 
and dotted by a few hills. 
We are 
fortunate in this part of China in 
that we have an abundance of flow­ 
ers and fruit. 
The arrival of the “new lady" in 
Soochow was celebrated by the Chi­ 
nese teachers and student body of 
W ei Ling Academy, who met me at 
the gate of the compound and de­ 
monstrated their spirit of welcome 
according to their ancestral customs 
by firing hundreds and hundreds of 
fire-crackers. 
They then arranged 
them selves in long receiving lints 
and as I passed do\>n the line they 
gave words of greeting, some speak­ 
ing in English. 
My ttrsr church ser­ 
vice here was inspirational, notw ith­ 
standing the fact it was conducted 
in Chinese language. 
Some children 
were at the church two hours before 
Sunday school time and many came 
an flour early. 
Tt was a real joy to 
me to teach my first Chinese Sunday 
school class 
of young ladies who 
p *ak some English. 
As the Chinese 
pa ti r arose and read M ark 10:14 
and began his si rm on a rad ia n t ex­ 
pression cr.me over his face, which is 
characteristic only or those who live 
in close touch with Jesus. 
God’s 
MOV >r was in the service and as the 
p a sto r preached christianity was r e ­ 
billed to me in a way I have never 
kn o w n before. 
Today I have had my first expe­ 
rience, which indeed has been an in­ 
teresting one. teaching in a Chinese 
school. 
My first class was an E ng­ 
lish class 
of junior boys at Yates 
Academy. 
The rest of the day was 
given to recitation work in the Wei 
Ling girls’ school. 
I find the Chinese 
students very courteous, 
r e s p o n s i v e 
and happy. 
They seem very eager 
to learn English, and the power of 
attention they seem to possess is an 
inspiration to the teacher. 
I am very 
happy to be convinced that boys a n i 
girl are just boys and girls the world 
over, with only a few different habits 
and customs. 
And since the happi­ 
est days of my life have been in the 
school room. I look forward to my 
work with Chinese students, as well 
as to some evangelistic work here, 
with a 'great degree of interest and 
enthusiasm . 


It is encouraging to note the work 
being done and results obtained by 
missionaries in Soochow, 
The Meth­ 
odists have fifty missionaries here 
and have done a wonderful work for 
the heathen of this city. 
They have 
a university heres one of the strong­ 
est. in China. 
The Presbyterian m ed­ 
ical missionaries with their hospital 
and corps of workers are a blessing 
to the city. 
The Baptists are d e ­ 
voting their tim e and efforts to edu­ 
cational and evangelical work. 
The 
Episcopal church has also a mission 
here. 
But in this crowded city there 
are numbers and numbers of peo­ 
ple clinging to idolatrous worship. 
W e need more missionaries here and 
at other places in China.
